Rome Officials 


Revise Distances 


Central Italy Lacks Stayers 


ROME, November 20 

AN SIRO is closing its doors today; next Sun- 

day it will open the gates of its trotting track 
for the usual winter season of harness racing. 
Any important racing in the country will be at 
the Capannelle track in Rome, where the most 
attractive features are going to be the Premio 
Tevere (Sunday, November 24, 2-year-olds, 1 
mile), and the Premio Roma (Sunday, December 
2, 3-year-olds and up, 1%4 miles). 

The third biggest race of the autumn meeting, 
the Premio Duca di Toledo (2% miles), has been 
reduced this year to an ascending handicap of 
1% miles. Since the Premio Roma, over the same 
distance and only a week before, will gather the 
best of 3-year-old and older divisions, no good 
dass horses are going to enter the once longest 
staying race in Italy, now called Premio dell’Urbe. 
Duca di Toledo in Rome and Duca d’Aosta in 
Milan were once the twin races for stayers, both 
over 3,600 meters; the former has dropped to 
the level of a common handicap (here handicaps 
do not represent the best of our programs), but 
the latter’s distance has been brought up to 2% 
miles. Rome track officials explain that this is 
because of the shortage of staying horses in Cen- 
tral Italy. Yet, they are not very abundant in

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Milan, either, the Premio Duca d’Aosta having 
been conquered by the Razza del Soldo filly 
Cesarea, which is far from being a staying per- 
former. 

The decision to increase the distance of the 
Premio Tevere, for juveniles, from seven furlongs 
to a mile is apparently because of the fact that 
the Gran Criterium is run over 1,500 meters, and 
is intended to provide even longer competition for 
2-year-olds already tested in the Criterium itself. 
But this measure seems to run along the same 
line as the cutting down of staying courses. It 
is a fact that our racing stock is more and more 
taking on the precocity of the best foreign 
bloodlines, while the staying lines abroad have 
not been widely used by our breeders in recent 
years. To this purely biological evidence, one 
must add a consideration of economic necessity; 
breeders, who over here are almost forgotten and 
overlooked in the racing business, think they can- 
not make expenses if they do not exploit their 
crops as early as possible. Conflicting opinions 
are herewith arising in public meetings of racing 
authorities. Experts and old-fashioned horsemen 
hold that a young horse should not be required 
to give his best before the autumn of his second 
year or possibly early in his third year. Breed- 
ers, supported by track companies who are more 
interested in collecting starters for races than in 
improving bloodstock, fight hard for the preser- 
vation of the Jockey Club rule which allows 2- 
year-olds to commence racing early in May of 
their second year.

Ten 2-Year-Old Winners to Date From Small Crop 


“No other stallion has a pedigree of more 
promise” was among the statements made 
when Sky Raider entered stud. The speed of 
his first two crops is making a reality out 
of this promise. 


His first crop, 2-year-olds of 1945, included 
only four foals. Two of the four got to the 
races at 2, both won. 


This year Sky Raider is the sire of ten 
winners at 2 to date. Among them is Bas- 
ket Number, winner of the Coral Gables Han- 
dicap, and Bastogne which also has placed in 
stakes. In the Newport Stakes, Bastogne 
lost by a neck and finished eight lengths

ahead of the third-place horse. The six fur- 
longs were run in 1:11. Sky Raider’s other 2- 
year-old winners of 1946 include Miss Beiltro, 
Joe Valenti, Flying Raid, Betty Skelly, 
Famed Goldie, Fire Bomb, Faucon, and Turn 
Back. 

Sky Raider’s dam, Top Flight ($275,900), 
was unbeaten at 2, and his second dam, Fly- 
atit, won five races at 2.

That Sky Raid- 
er’s get will do well later, too, is promised by 
the fact that Sky Raider himself never ran 
worse than second at 3, while his sire was 
undefeated at 3.

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theless interesting. (By the way, the Teverex 
river has come almost up to bridge level and is 
flooding the countryside and causing considerable 
damage.) Outstanding feature was the Premio 
Colosseo, a weight-for age race with penalties 
and allowances, over the 144-mile Derby course. 
Four horses were engaged in this race, the 3-year- 
old Giabir, the Omnium and Amedeo winner Gri- 
fone, the 6-year-old Buonarrota and the extreme 
outsider Monarea. Giabir and Grifone fought 
hard for the lead in the first half of the course; 
then Grifone gave up and Giabir went on alone, 
closely followed by Buonarrota. In the stretch 
the youngster was exhausted and, after an all-out 
effort to keep his leadership on the rail, was out- 
run by the powerful sprinter Buonarrota. The 
Nevarro filly was skilfully piloted by Jose Ro- 
mero, Ecuador-born jockey who was taken to 
Italy about 20 years ago by General Pirzio Biroli, 
a noted breeder. He has been one of the best rid- 
ers here ever since. 

The performance of Buonarrota is quite re- 
markable. We named her in our first reports 
for THE BLoop-HoRSE as one of the stars of last 
year’s racing, and we thought then that her track 
career ought to end in time for last spring’s 
breeding season. Her owner decided, instead, to 
test her further, and the filly has gallantly met 
the challenge. It is probable that she will give a 
conclusive performance in the Premio Roma, after 
which she is going to be retired to the stud. Her 
stable is looking for an adequate mate. Last year 
we named Nakamuro (Cameronian—Nogara, by 
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Havresac II) as a possible first sire for her; now 
it looks as if the choice might be Zuccarello 
(chestnut, 1938, by Ortello—Flumigela, by Mich- 
elangelo), a very promising young stallion which 
we are going to discuss. 

Second best race of the meeting was the Premio 
Umbria, a seven-furlong test for 2-year-olds. 
There were four starters, two from the Scuderia 
Aterno, one of the major stables here in Rome 
for many years, and two from Milan’s stable, 
the Rizza di Rozzano, whose youngsters have 
been moved to Rome for the Premio Tevere. 
Scanno and Pietra Fiorita were the local repre- 
sentatives against Zaptie and Zillo, the former a 
well considered horse which finished fourth in 
good style in the Gran Criterium.

They were head and head all along the 
stretch, and only shortly before the finish line 


was Niccolo able to take a three-quarter-length 
advantage in the record time of 2:56 for the 2,800 
meters. Eventually, Zuccarello was able to win 
the Premio del Jockey Club and the Premio Roma, 
as Niccolo dell’Arca had gone to the stud after 
the St. Leger. Zuccarello was therefore expected 
to do well as a sire, and we believe he is living 
up to his fame. The mating with Buonarrota 
would be an out-cross, except for the fourth-gen- 
eration inbreeding on Signorino. Zuccarello 
brings *Teddy, Hampton and La Farina lines, 
and Buonarrota, the Hurry On, Radium, and 
Verwood lines. In the absence of high-class sires 
in Italy, this is perhaps the best bet.

They Want More Cheap Races 


HERE was a man in the land of Uz and his 

name was Job, and he was a perfect and an 
upright man, and what happened? A tornado 
blew away his children and grandchildren, thieves 
stole his wealth, he broke out all over with boils, 
and people began telling him what to do. These 
calamities gave him a golden opportunity to dem- 
onstrate the virtue of patience. 

Maryland racing, which is upright if not per- 
fect, is trying to keep from being run through 
the same wringer. The City of Baltimore wants 
a 5 per cent tax at Pimlico. The Maryland di- 
vision of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association has recommended to the Mary- 
land Legislature— 


(1) That the number of days of racing at the 
major tracks be increased from 100 to 120. 

(2) That minor tracks be allowed 12 days of 
racing each year instead of 10, as at present. 

(3) That there should be no limit to the num- 
ber of race tracks to be licensed in Maryland. 


(4) That no restrictions be made as to the 
hours during which racing may be conducted. 


(5) That the mutuel take-off be distributed 32 
per cent to the State, 34 per cent to the track, 34 
per cent to stakes and purses. 


(6) That from one-third to one-half of the sta- 
ble room at Maryland tracks be assigned to 
Maryland-owned horses. 


(7) That more races be written for horses bred 
in Maryland. (Three Maryland-bred races are 
how required each week at the major tracks, and 
in practice the same proportion is given at the 
minor courses.) 

(8) That more races be written for cheap 
horses. There must be more consideration for the 
small owner. The small owner just gets the 
crumbs off the table. 

It is a pity there are not two more proposals; 
then we would have had a decalogue of folly.

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It is a pleasure, nevertheless, to have even a 
bobtailed decalogue. There is enough of it to 
show how certain ideas must hang together, how 
the parts go to make up the whole, how the dif- 
ferent symptoms, considered together, reveal the 
disease. These proposals follow one another as 
naturally as the cars follow the locomotive along 
the rails. They all lead the same way. 

No. 8—asking more races for cheap horses—is 
the climax. In fact, it is the summary. All 
the other proposals constitute simply the intro- 
duction to this one. It is the little red caboose 
at the end of the train. It just comes naturally. 

But, so as not to waste time waiting for it, they 
specify cheap races now. Urgent. 

England has a rule prohibiting more than two 
selling races on the same program. This could 
be reversed, and in Maryland they could have 
a law prohibiting more than two non-claiming 
races on the same program. 

One advantage of such a rule would be that it 
would save a great deal of money in the racing 
secretary’s office. It takes a fairly expensive 
man to write the conditions for good races, but 
the night watchman, in his spare moments, can 
write claiming races that will fill nicely, with 
three or four dozen entries left over in some cases. 
Pimlico had a cheap race this fall in which there 
were enough entries to fill and 93 horses left over 
—more than a hundred candidates for the same 
crumb. The cheaper the race, the more entries. 


There are, of course, certain disadvantages to 
be considered in connection with the question of 
more cheap races. 

(1) Cheap races—we mean, for the most part, 
claiming races—are less attractive to the public. 
In these days of growing competition for patron- 
age, it is just possible that the larger and better- 
heeled crowd might wish to go on a few miles 
farther into another state to go racing at a track 
with better horses. Or that the people who or- 
dinarily like racing might come to prefer the mur- 
ders at the cinema. All the race track failures

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we can remember were tracks which thought more 
cheap racing was the answer to their problems. 

(2) Cheap races give the race track a tremen- 
dous advantage over the horsemen. There are 
always plenty of cheap horses, and the track does 
not have to pay high purses in order to fill its 
stables. In these days of government through the 
veto power of the strike the horsemen are priv- 
ileged to force the track to pay high purses, even 
for cheap horses, but this technique can be worked 
only to a limited degree. For after the owners 
of cheap horses have been writing the condition 
books a while the track’s revenue declines, and 
not even a strike can get blood out of a turnip. 

(3) Claiming races have an irritating way of 
costing breeders millions of dollars and bringing 
about an occasional financial disaster to the 
breeding industry as a whole. 


‘The prevalence of claiming races, in the per- 
centage in whieh they flourished in the 1930's, 
affected the different classes of horses in different 
fashion. Stakes horses were not influenced, ex- 
cept that they had comparatively few non-stakes 
races in which to run. Middle-class horses were 
caught between the devil and the deep blue sea; 
if they ran in claiming races they were claimed, 
if they ran in anything else they were likely to 
be beaten by stakes horses. So, for the most part, 
they became selling platers, and hence, cheap. 


The selling platers, because of the claiming 
conditions under which they ran, established their 
own price ceiling. This price ceiling was so low 
that it was much cheaper for a man to claim a 
horse than to buy a yearling, so that a ceiling 
was also established for yearlings. (See the low 
yearling averages of the late 1930’s.) There was 
no use trying to buy a yearling which would be 
middle-class, because there was virtually no mid- 
dle-class racing. And everybody knows that in 
buying a yearling you don’t have one chance in 
twenty of getting a stakes winner, except in rare 
instances. 


When cheap races prevail, the price of horses 
is determined, not by the quality of the horse, but 
by the numbers of horses available for racing. If 
there were a shortage of horses, there would be 
high prices even for selling platers. But there 
is never a shortage of horses. It is virtually im- 
possible to achieve. Prices are high when horses 
are hard to get; they cannot possibly be hard to 
get when five or six races a day are under claim- 
ing conditions. 

On the other hand, if only about two races a 
day are under claiming conditions, horses are 
hard to get and they sell in proportion to their 
class. 

As a result of the conditions which have pre- 
vailed since 1942, with money on the increase and 
prices rising, the number of Thoroughbreds pro- 
duced in America is increasing rapidly. Now if,

upon claiming races, with five or six of them a 
day, as in the 1930’s, we shall see these effects: 

(a) Most of our races will be chiefly on a lot- 
tery basis; the draw to see who gets into a race 
will be more important than the race itself. 

(b) The earnings of good horses below stakes 
class will be greatly reduced. 

(c) The price of yearlings will recede to a 
point below the cost of production. This is ob- 
vious. In the late 1930’s trainers and owners 
thoroughly recognized the foolishness of buying 
yearlings at high prices when they could claim 
“ready” horses at low prices. 

(d) Financial disaster will come to the breed- 
ing industry. 


The cold, hard fact is that the best thing to do 
for the owners of cheap horses is to make it un- 
profitable for them to own cheap horses. (It is, 
in the first place, impossible to do otherwise on 4 
large scale and over an extended period.)

On the morning of Monday, October 7, the Ells- 
worths and the Estes climbed into the Count de 
Brignac’s car and set off to see some of the horses 
and places—mostly those of Marcel Boussac—in 
the immediate neighborhood of Paris. It was, 
quite naturally, fast going, and recollections are 
sketchy. 

We stopped first for a hasty glance at the Au- 
teuil, the beautiful course in the Bois de Bou- 
logne where France’s steeplechasing sport is at 
its best. It was a bright, sunlit morning, cool 
and sharp, and the great expanse of grass had 
the green brilliance of a Kentucky spring. The 
course is comparatively flat, though not without 
gradients, with the land rising fairly sharply to- 
ward the small and pretty stands, which are set 
well back on the slope, commanding an excellent 
view. One could imagine that, even without 
horses, it would be nice to sit here on the steps for 
half an hour and just look.

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We walked down to the water jump in front 
of the stands, and the closer we came the higher 
and wider it looked to me. As I am always being 
naive, I made a low whistle. The Count, a patient 
soul, set me right: “It is not hard to jump,” he 
said. “I think it is only about six and a half 
meters.” Let’s see. Only about twenty feet, 
Well, the next time I got to Saratoga or Belmont 
Park I would look again. The Count, of course, 
would know; he had been a skilled amateur rider, 
people told me. I could imagine, of course, that 
horses would usually manage to get over it all 
right. It was not a place where they could af. 
ford to miss; the pool was held in a very substan- 
tial-looking grade of concrete, with a nice broad 
lip on the landing side. 


Auteuil (the closest I can come to pronouncing 
it is oh-TUH-ee, with the tuh as in tuppence) lies 
next to Longchamp, near the Seine. We drove 
along the road which looks down on the back side 
of the Longchamp course. There were no stables 
here, as an American track would have them, but 
only an entrance into the infield, or pelouse. The 
sharp incline of the backstretch is quite apparent. 
It is a long pull, perhaps half a mile or more, 
leveling off for a moment near the downhill turn 
which leads the horses back toward the stands. 
“Many horses fail here,” said the Count, pointing 
to the turn. There were no rails here, only a few 
slender knee-high stakes driven into the ground, 
with white tape strung along them. 


Easy Racing 


OMETHING about the hill, the turn, and the 
landscape sloping down toward the stands on 
the far side, prompted me to ask, “What, if any- 
thing, do you suppose has happened to English 
breeding, in comparison with French?” This was 


no time, of course, to ask a question which would 
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have taken two hours to answer, but the Count 
answered anyway. 


“J think,” he said, “they give them too easy 
racing.” 

I jumped two or three mental steps (they really 
do test horses pretty well in England) and 
thought of the American Turf, which tests its 
breeding stock on flat, carefully banked, eternally 
harrowed racing strips, with no variations, no 
hills, no hollows, not even any turf. Where Bel- 
mont Park catches the devil because it is bigger 
than the pattern and has a straight course, which 
is sinful. Where everything is made as easy as 
possible. Where thousands of dollars are spent 
in efforts to make it still easier. 

I didn’t say anything (for once). Maybe the 
Count was wrong, anyway. Maybe it wouldn’t 
be long before American horses would be going 
to Longchamp to see about this business. Surely 
a Count Fleet could beat a Caracalla—if we had 
a Count Fleet. Or could he? Oh, well, wait and 
see. 


Jardy and a Gallant Fox Mare 


N a little while we came to the Haras de Jardy, 

a stud whose name is famous among breeders 
the world over. Edmond Blane made it so. Ajax 
(sire of *Teddy, among others) and Jardy (which 
went to South America and changed the shape 
of pedigrees there) were bred at this stud. Mr. 
Boussac bought it two years ago. It has about 
70 hectares. An hectare is 2.471 acres; as soon 
as you can multiply by 2% you can figure that it 
is about 175 acres. 

The ground is low and flat, and the turf was 
“squshy” with water, so that a horse walking 
across the clipped lawn in the quadrangles be- 
tween the barns left deep, soggy footprints. 

The old stables were of concrete and brick. In 
a large paddock next to the stallion barns a band 
of mares was grazing. The fences of the paddock, 
and elsewhere on the farm, were entirely of con- 
crete, a slender upper and lower railing supported 
by small posts. It was the kind of fence to in- 
spire discretion in a horse running in a paddock. 
In France, of course, stallions don’t run in pad- 
docks. Usually, as far as I could tell, they don’t 
even get to look out of their stalls. 

Mr. Boussac’s principal breeding headquarters 
isthe Haras de Fresnay-le-Buffard in Normandie. 
Jardy is used largely for mares visiting the stal- 
lions which are kept there. In the group of visit- 
ing mares alongside the stallion barns the Count 
de Brignac pointed out a big one. “She’s by 
Gallant Fox,” he said. “Then what,” said I, “is 
she doing in France?” 

Gallant Fox, of course, is out of a mare by Celt, 
son of Commando, son of Domino, and if you 
keep on going far enough you can find an ances- 
‘or which is not in the General Stud Book, and 
henee not recognized (since 1913) in the French 
stud book. I suppose the mare had been sent 
ftom England to be bred and would be returned 
© the United States, where she would not be 
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looked upon as a cold-blood because of her excel- 
lent American ancestry. 

“Oh,” said the Count, “she’s in the French 
stud book.” 


“Well, for—! How’d you do it?” 


“I was very sweet,” said M. de Brignac, smil- 
ing ever so slightly. 

“Yeah, I know, but how did you do it?” (Amer- 
ican newspaper men are always rushing in where 
angels fear to tread.) 

I never found out. Perhaps it was only be- 
cause the story was too complicated. But, at any 
rate, the mare was Golden Wave, foaled in 1938, 
bred by William Woodward, chairman of The 
Jockey Club of New York. She was got by Gal- 
lant Fox out of *Ondulation, by *Sweeper, out of 
the American-bred Frizette, whose family has 
been great in America and still greater in France. 
She was put up for sale at Newmarket last De- 
cember, and, not being eligible for “the book,’ 
brought only a small price. She was purchased 
for the account of Baron Farsky de Dada, a Hun- 
garian who lives in Argentina. She was brought 
to France, bred to Hierocles, one of the Boussac 
stallions, and registered in the French stud book, 
so that she is now eligible for the Argentine stud 
book, which recognizes that of France. 

Hmm! I caught myself thinking again. 

“Does this constitute a precedent?” 

The reply was terribly brief. ‘No,’ said the 
Count. 

Hmmm. 

Could it be that this was the entering wedge 
for the re-recognition of American Thoroughbred 
blood in France? The French stud book authori- 
ties had once accepted American blood, and had 
closed the book only after this blood had estab- 
lished the families (including Frizette’s) which 
now are a principal source of strength in the 
French horses which are unmercifully beating 
the “pure” English stock. Were the French breed- 
ers beginning to feel that it was time they stood 
on their own feet and ceased to enforce England’s 
Jersey Act outside of England? 

I don’t know. But I suspect that, if you could 
eavesdrop at a few keyholes, you would hear this. 
battle going on. There are too many “non-eligi- 
ble’ champions in France for the issue to be 
ignored. If so, the English can join in the in- 
fighting, while the Americans wait outside to 
see what happens. Under such conditions the odds. 
for a favorable decision are somewhat against us. 

But as long as we lose it simply means that the 
fight goes on. France has reached the point 
where most of its best horses are non-eligible, and 
at the same time it has reached the point where 
its best horses are superior to those in England, 
for one reason or another. That is, France now 
has both the motivation and the power to set a 
new standard for the stud books of the world. If 
France moves to recognize the American stud 
book, South American countries probably will 
follow, and thus France’s export trade would be 
strengthened. In any case, since most of her best 
stock is already non-Thoroughbred by English 
standards, she would lose nothing. 

But these were simply thoughts running 
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through the Estesian head. “Let’s see the horses,” 
said the Count. 


M. Boussac's Ultimatum 


FTER the foregoing was in type a brief Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch from London, dated 
December 9, reported: 


Weatherby and Sons, keepers of the Gen- 
eral Stud Book—also known as the British 
Stud Book—today rejected the application of 
a French owner, Marcel Boussac, to include 
winners from his stables. Many winning 
American horses were on the waifing list for 
inclusion in the book if the French applica- 
tion had been accepted. 


Now, I did not ask to be taken in on the strat- 
egy, if any, of M. Boussac and other French 
breeders with regard to the Jersey Act, which 
galls the Gauls a great deal more than it angers 
the Americans, which is plenty. So I can only 
surmise the meaning of this gesture. 

I would guess that it is the ultimatum leading 
up to the declaration of a nice, quiet war. 

M. Boussac, who is provided with an extraor- 
dinary amount of heavy artillery, seems to have 
inquired politely of the British whether they pro-

France and the Jersey Act

pose to hold the ground they now occupy. The 
British, of course, have said yes, as M. Boussac 
must have known they would. This interchange 
gains M. Boussac nothing except that he knows, 
officially, where he stands, and where the French 
stud book stands. And the rest of the world 
knows. 


Now what? Well, the remainder of the action 
seems clear enough (though it is still guessing, 
of course). M. Boussac and other French breed- 
ers who share his view probably will inaugurate 
an attempt to rescind France’s own equivalent of 
the so-called Jersey Act, that is, an attempt to 
gain French acceptance of the American stud 
book. This acceptance, if brought about, would 
have several effects, none of them to the advan- 
tage of British breeders: 

(1) It would inform the world that the British 
standard of what constitutes a Thoroughbred is 
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out of date in a time when international compe. 
tition is becoming commonplace. 

(2) It would be an open invitation for other 
countries to abandon English standards of quali. 
fication for registration. 

(3) It would mean, in all probability, that 
France would seek, and gain, a larger share of 
the world export trade in Thoroughbreds. 

(4) It would eneourage the shipment of Amer. 
ican breeding and racing stock to France and 
other countries. 

(5) It would tend, finally, to scatter world 
trade in Thoroughbreds in all directions, grad. 
ually to infiltrate the stud books of the world with 
American (including French) strains, and leave 
England not only with fewer exports but with 
less and less chance of importing top-class out- 
crosses. 

In the long run, I suspect, it would have been 
better if Weatherbys had acted favorably on M. 
Boussac’s application. The dangers would have 
been less.

Report on Drayton Bureau 


In “A Report by the TRA,” a 28-page booklet 
released December 3, dealing with the activities 
of the Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau 
since its organization almost a year ago, it is 
stated that the organization headed by Spencer 
Drayton has been instrumental in having 39 “un- 
desirables’ ruled off the Turf or suspended, and 
has obtained court convictions of 16 persons. 

Reports in regard to 70 investigations had been 
presented to various state racing commissions, it 
was said, and, as of November 1, 175 other cases 
were under investigation. The cases involved 
persons suspected of doping horses, substitutions, 
bribery, and irregularities by admissions em- 
ployees. 

Statistics for the first 11 months of racing in 
1946, it was cited, showed that there were 15,352 
races involving 122,816 starters, with 31 sus- 
pensions for stimulation—approximately one in 
every 4,000 starters. Five ringing cases were 
uncovered, and fines and suspensions were meted 
at the rate of one out of every 227 starters.

- Race Track in Georgia 


Plans have been drafted by the newly organ- 
ized Macon (Ga.) Racing Association for the 
construction of a half-mile race track estimated to 
cost about $100,000. Directors of the group have 
purchased an 83-acre tract about five miles out 
side town and have ordered construction work to 
begin. A grandstand seating between 5,000 and 
7,000 persons is expected to be ready next spring. 
The course is expected to be used for horse shows 
and for harness races and motorcycle and auto 
mobile races.

Fay Disapproves 
Biological Tests 


Believes Urinalysis More Reliable 


CHICAGO, December 8 


HICAGO’S contributions to the “horse news” 

of the past week were of a somewhat varied 
nature and included: The views of William E. 
Fay, member of the Illinois Racing Board, on the 
subject of stimulation of race horses; the arrest 
and conviction of a tout, one Sam Tassone, for 
representing himself as a lawyer whose services 
were worth as much as $5; the 27th annual meet- 
ing of the Horse and Mule Association of Amer- 
ica; and the forty-seventh International Horse 
Show. 

Mr. Fay, a member of the stimulation and 
drugs committee of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners, expressed his views 
in a communication to the committee chairman, 
Loyd Wright, of California. Briefly, Mr. Fay 
favors urinalysis over biological tests, opposes 
such pre-race tests as have been devised so far, 
recommends the U. S. Pharmacopeia and the Na- 
tional Formulary as authorities for defining what 
constitutes stimulants and depressants, and ad- 
voeates the Illinois system of tests and surveil- 
lance, under which horses suspected of having 
been tampered with are kept under veterinary 
observation until all investigations are completed. 

No cases of stimulation were found in Illinois 
this year. The thoroughness of the Illinois sys- 
tem, with certain punishment for malefactors, 
has a good psychological effect in deterring any 
would-be violators of the anti-stimulation rules, 
Mr. Fay says. 

Tassone, the tout, was fined $50 and costs by 
Judge William V. Daly for impersonating a law- 
yer claiming to represent 20 racing stables. For 
$5, plus a $5 bet on each horse, he offered to tell 
his clients when horses from the 20 unidentified 
stables were fit and ready for creditable efforts. 
He admitted paying $180 to a New Yorker named 
Wagner for use of a sucker list of 8,000 names. 
Tassone is a pressman in a print shop. Postal 
authorities are said to be investigating his case, 
his come-on letters having been sent through the 
mails. While convinced that he had no connec- 
tion with any racing stable, the Illinois Racing 
Board announced that any horseman caught con- 
niving with the likes of him would be ruled off 
the Turf for life. 


Kleberg Again Honored 


OBERT J. KLEBERG, who was not alto- 
gether unknown north of the Rio Grande 
even before he bred Assault on a million-acre 
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ranch in Texas, received new honors during the 
past week. The man from the King Ranch, a 
member of The Jockey Club and an honorary life 
member of the Thoroughbred Club of America, 
was elected first vice president and a member of 
the board of directors of the Horse and Mule As- 
sociation of America. Another Thoroughbred 
breeder, Ira Drymon, of Lexington, Ky., was re- 
elected second vice president. Other officers re- 
elected were Louis E. Stoddard, president, of New 
York and polo fame; F. L. Morrow, treasurer, of 
New Britain, Conn., and Wayne Dinsmore, secre- 
tary, the last-named for another three-year term 
which will round out 30 years in the job for 
America’s No. 1 all-round horseman. 


Many phases of the horse industry came up for 
discussion at this meeting. The association re- 
dedicated itself to a program for maintaining the 
use of horses and mules in all fields. One speak- 
er, A. L. Goodenough, of Morrison, IIl., declared 
there would be a continued need for horses for a 
multitude of light jobs in agriculture. Light 
horses for pleasure riding and for use on cattle 
ranches received special attention. John O. Wil- 
liams, of Virginia, related some of his experi- 
ences as a horse buyer for U.N.R.R.A. in Ireland, 
England, and Denmark, the horses being distrib- 
uted largely in Poland and Czechoslovakia. 


Irish Cobs were well liked, he said, as also were 
grades of Shire, Suffolk, and Jutland breeding, 
the latter being somewhat like a small Belgian. 


Two Outstanding Performers 


HILE he was in the process of winning six 

blue ribbons in the hunter and jumper 
classes at the Chicago Horse Show in the Coli- 
seum last month, the 8-year-old brown gelding 
Atakapa, a registered Thoroughbred, was pur- 
chased by Milton Hartman, wealthy St. Louis 
manufacturer. Atakapa came back to Chicago for 
the International Horse Show. He won three of 
the hunter classes during the week, then on the 
final night he carried off the $1,000 Champion 
Hunter Stake from a field of 24 entries. Efforts 
to find out more about him were not very fruitful. 
His owner was said to be in Atlantic City. His 
grooms didn’t know much about him. One of 
them, remembering having seen the registration 
papers, said Atakapa’s sire was Bad Bill, his dam 
Miss Twinkle. 

[Editor’s Note: Atakapa is a 9-year-old bay 
gelding by Wild Bill—Twinkling, by Fair Play— 
*Sunstar’s Pride, by Sunstar. He-has no racing 
record. Bad Bill is by Majority—Rosetime, by 
Previous. ]

to her connections, including Owner Cloud L. 
Cray, of Detroit, who bought her recently as a 
hack for his daughter.

Some Suggestions 
Shipping 


Or How to Avoid Headaches 


T was in line with the popular notion that shoe- 

makers’ children invariably are on their up- 
pers and that watchmakers usually are late for 
appointments that Peter Neeb, whose specialty 
lies in expediting affairs for other people, should 
start for Kentucky in May but not get there un- 
til December. But it wasn’t his fault, he ex- 
plained when he finally arrived at Lexington. It 
was caused by the necessity for staying close to 
his job as vice-president of M. Harrison and 
Company, the shipping agents to whom many per- 
sons turn when they have a problem involving 
the transportation of livestock across interna- 
tional boundaries. 

For 35 years the Harrison organization has 
specialized in this work, attending to space reser- 
vation, the construction of accommodations 
aboard ship, the facilitation of health and cus- 
toms examinations, and the other details that will 
drive the inexperienced to dizziness but that yield 
easily to the expert. 

The recent revival of international commerce 
in Thoroughbred horses has tossed a great deal 
of responsibility into M. Harrison and Company’s 
corporate lap, and although the shipment of 
horses by air is as new to them as to anyone else, 
they have successfully presided at the arrival of 
the only three horse-carrying airplanes to land 
here from abroad. These were a shipment from 
Chile, the record-breaking flight from Buenos 
Aires which was completed early last month, and 


the record-breaking hop across the Atlantic from 
Eire. 


While Mr. Neeb was in Lexington last week on 
a shipping man’s holiday which had started out 
in May as a junket to the Kentucky Derby but 
wasn’t accomplished until the frost was on the 
water pails, THE BLoop-Horsk, foreseeing that 
within the next few years horses are going to 
become as airborne as hawks, asked him to enu- 
merate a few things a man should know when he 
ismoving horses from one country to another. 


There are, it seems, a number of requirements 
to be fulfilled before clearance on Thoroughbreds 
tan be obtained from agencies such as The Jockey 
Club, the Federal Bureau of Animal Industry, 
the customs authorities, and so on, and unless a 
shipper knows the routine, details that could be 
settled within a few hours can drag out for days 
or weeks, 


Mr. Neeb suggests, naturally, that a shipper 
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should engage the services of an experienced 
agent, and if that sounds like an advertisement 
for M. Harrison and Company, I can’t help it. 
After having observed at long range the ease 
with which persons with the know-how can get 
horses into this country, and the morass into 
which the inexperienced are plummeted, it seems 


only sound practice to engage _ professional 
services. 


You've Got to Have Papers 


NCE the preliminary arrangements have been 

made with an agent, the principal should in- 
form him which horse is being shipped, and when. 
This may sound superfluous, but it seems to be 
not unusual for owners to neglect to supply these. 
essentials. 

In the case of ocean shipments, it is desirable 
that certain papers be in the U. S. before the 
horse is shipped. These include a consular in- 
voice, required on all purchases made abroad in- 
volving $100 or more. The invoice, sworn to be- 
fore an American consul in the country of origin 
for the shipment, contains a description of the 
animal, his cost, and the shipping charges. Who- 
ever is in charge of the overseas end of the deal 
can attend to this. If the animal is to be shipped 
by boat, the invoice can be air-mailed to the U. S. 
agent in advance of the sailing; if a horse is to 
be flown across, the invoice should accompany the 
animal. In this latter case the owner’s name and 
the value of the animal should be sent by cable to 
the American shipping agent, so he can start 
preparing for the arrival of the plane. 

All horses must be accompanied by a health 
certificate which will be satisfactory to the U. S. 
Bureau of Animal Industry. Certificates orig- 
inating in most foreign countries now are accept- 
able here, but an exception is made in the case of 
Italy, where the set-up hasn’t yet been approved 
by our authorities. If a horse should be shipped 
from Italy via France or England, the health 
authorities in either of the latter countries can 
issue a certificate, but if the shipment is direct 
from Italy a routine examination must be under- 
gone in this country before the horse will be al- 
lowed to continue to his final destination. 

No fodder or bedding can be landed, but must 
either be burned under the supervision of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry or dumped at sea on 
the ship’s return voyage. It also is essential that 
hooves be picked out before a horse is loaded, and 
that they be disinfected with a carbolic solution. 

Other papers which should be available to an 
agent are the stud book certificate from the coun- 
try in which an animal has been registered, and 
a bill of sale or an invoice showing the change in 
ownership. The possession of the registration 


papers actually is accepted as indication that an 
animal changed hands legitimately, but matters 
are facilitated if a bill of sale also is on hand. 
The agent then can send the certificate to The 
Jockey Club and arrange for registration in this 
country.

A Question of Cost 


(6(\NE of the principal means of assisting a 

shipping agent, especially in handling 
horses which are being sent abroad from the 
United States,” Mr. Neeb observed, “is for owners 
to be completely frank with us in describing the 
temperament of a horse. If he is a bad actor or 
has other traits which require special precautions, 
we can do a much better job if we know this be- 
forehand. We also like to know the purposes for 
which animals are being imported or exported. 
For instance, one of our clients imported some 
horses and stated they were for breeding pur- 
poses, for which no duty is charged, but within 
a short time he was running them in claiming 
races, and he got into difficulty with the customs 
officials. 

“An agent also likes to receive as much ad- 
vance notice as possible. It is amazing how 
many persons will buy a horse for importation 
but won’t notify us until the animal is already on 
the way over here. Thus we aren’t in possession 
of any of the information we need to get the 
horse through customs and past the health au- 
thorities, nor can we make preliminary arrange- 
ments with The Jockey Club.” 

“It is going to be very interesting to watch the 
development of air shipping,” he commented. 
“How extensive it becomes will depend in a meas- 
ure upon how it competes in cost with ocean ship- 
ping. In the final analysis, it will be up to the 
individual horse owner to determine whether the 
added cost of shipping by air can be offset by 
whatever advantages may accrue through the 
time saved. The largest gain, of course, goes to 
horses in training, which’ can arrive fresh and 
ready to race.” 

Mr. Neeb has been with M. Harrison and Com- 
pany for about two years, but he has been in the 
shipping business for a long time. “Prior to the 
war I was with a Japanese shipping firm. It was 
an odd sensation to sit beside the radio on Decem- 
ber 7, 1941, and hear my job shot from under me.”

Well, Keeneland, Maybe 


(An editorial in Collyer’s Eye) 

Several months ago, on February 2, a maga- 
zine, THE BLoop-HorsE, presented an editorial 
which should have, but which apparently did not, 
carry enough weight to get results. The gist of 
the argument was that a “documentation center” 
with an international address would be invaluable 
to the best interests of the entire Thoroughbred 
world. Its purpose would be to serve the racing 
industry somewhat the same as the Congressional 
Library does the entire United States. One of 
the most centrally located spots which might have 
been utilized was Col. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, 
Racing records are now scattered among half a 
hundred or more organizations. A proposed doc- 
ument center such as this, if it could have been 
built on the Bradley estate, might become an in- 
ternational authority on racing data. One that 
could have cemented public relations in the entire 
racing world and have made historical facts avail- 
able to one and all. It thus would be possible for 
writers, propagandists, research statisticians, 
and all who might be interested for personal or 
public gain, to secure the true facts in accurate 
form at a central location. Racing officials and 
authorities would be willing, in all probability, to 
set aside a small percentage of local or state 
funds to aid in assembling and maintaining such 
a project. Its value to all racing organizations, 
executives, and the general public would make 
initial costs trivial in comparison to future values. 


Renascence at Nassau 


From the New York Herald-Tribune of No- 
vember 17: 

NASSAU, BAHAMAS 

For the first time in six years there will be 
horse racing this winter in Nassau. C. W. F. 
Bethell, president of the Montagu Park Racing 
Association, which last June acquired the aban- 
doned track and park near the Bahamas Country 
Club, about four miles from the heart of Nassau, 
has announced that the racing season will start 
Friday, January 3, and continue seventeen weeks, 
with racing every Friday until April 25. The 
pari-mutuel system is under government super- 
vision. 

Horse racing was introduced in Nassau more 
than a hundred years ago by British Army offi- 
cers, who founded Hobby Horse Hall on a site 
which is now a part of the extensive Montagu 
Park development. By crossing imported Thor- 
oughbreds with the acclimatized native ponies, 
racing stables in Nassau have produced a hand- 
some, swift, and tough little horse. 

After the 1941 season, racing was abandoned 
in Nassau for the duration of the war. A tre-

Started feeding alfalfa, 
timothy, and oat hay. Trainer said horses 
didn’t eat oat hay. 

Dunboy excited and rubbing sides of stall, acted 
as though he had some irritation; was prob- 
ably due to cleaning his sheath the day before. 

Nov. 30—Dunboy over his nervousness. Horses’ 
temperatures normal, keeping on limited grain; 


looked bright and eating hay well. Walked 45 
minutes. 

Dec. 1—Out on track for first time but merely 
walked.

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SANTA ANITA HANDICAP 


URING the current prosperity of racing, 

events carrying $100,000 in added money have 
not been uncommon, but never had $100,000 been 
guaranteed a winner until conditions for the Santa 
Anita Handicap of 1947 were announced. War 
Knight, the 1946 winner, received $101,200 for 
his share of the purse, resulting from 143 nomi- 
nations at $100 each, plus additional payments of 
$1,000 as entry and starting fees from the 23 
starters. 


There is every likelihood of a similarly large 
field from among the 125 nominees for the 1947 
running of the handicap, but in any case the win- 
ner is assured $100,000. 


One of the most interesting prospects surround- 
ing the 1947 renewal of the handicap is the pres- 
ence on the list of nominations of the English- 
bred 3-year-olds Fast and Fair and Radiotherapy, 
besides a group of South American-breds and such 
American horses as Assault, Armed, Busher, 
Knockdown, Lord Boswell, Star Pilot, War 
Knight, and others. 


The listing of Radiotherapy as a nominee con- 
firmed an earlier announcement that the English 
colt, winner of the Newmarket and Sussex Stakes, 
had been sold to America. He had been adver- 
tised for sale, through Charles T. Spencer, of 
Beverly Hills, Calif., for $125,000. In the Santa 
Anita nominations he was listed as belonging to 
Mrs. Ann Peppers, of California, who recently 
imported the 2-year-olds Sir Laurence, Middle 
Abbey, and Sullivan, and the 3-year-old Dunboy, 
from England. None of these, however, was 
nominated for the handicap. E. B. Johnston, 
whose 3-year-old colts Great Faith and Raga- 
muffin also made the trip from England by air, 
nominated both these horses as well as the Eng- 
lish-bred *Jury Box, already in this country. 

Among the eight nominated by C. S. Howard, 
who has won the handicap with Seabiscuit and 
*Kayak II, is the 3-year-old colt Fast and Fair, 
reportedly bought by him from Viscount Adare 
earlier this month for a price estimated to exceed 
$40,000. Radiotherapy and Fast and Fair report- 
edly were to leave England by plane on Decem- 
ber 12. 

Among the South American horses nominated 
are *Adrogué, recent winner of the Bay Meadows 
Handicap; *Olhaverry, winner of the San Mateo 
Handicap at Bay Meadows; Excelente, imported 
from Argentina last month by Mrs. Mary Mc- 
Clain; and Solano, bought early this month in 
Buenos Aires by Frank Armi, a produce grower 
of Hanford, Calif. He has been entered for the 
handicap in Mrs. Armi’s name. 

Louis B. Mayer and Mr. Howard each made 
tight nominations, the Maine Chance Farm nomi- 
nated six, and A. A. Baroni and C. H. Jones and 
Sons named five each. The Mayer list includes 
*Battant and *Plover, high-class horses bought in 
Argentina this year. 

A full list of the nominees will be published 
in THE BLoop-Horse after the weights have 
been released on December 26. 
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DR. CHARLES H. STRUB is executive vice 
president of Santa Anita Park, which opens a 
50-day meeting on December 28. 


Hollywood Park Buys Iron Lungs 


The purchase of 32 respirators for use in Cali- 
fornia hospitals has been announced by Holly- 
wood Park. The devices, costing approximately 
$1,000 each, are used in treating persons af- 
flicted with infantile paralysis, and also are em- 
ployed in cases of drowning, suffocation, and 
other instances of affected respiration. The re- 
spirators are said to supplant the bulkier iron 
lungs in many cases, and are more comfortable 
for patients.

First on the just-published list of nominees to 
the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap of next 
March 1 is the South American-bred *Adrogué, 
but this is due solely to the alphabetical arrange- 
ment of the names. However, a substantial inti- 
mation that the 6-year-old horse from the Argen- 
tine may be an important factor in the hundred- 
grander was given in the Bay Meadows Handicap, 
when he led the field at the finish and scored the 
most important victory of his career. 

Since his arrival in the United States last Octo- 
ber he had consistently performed well in the 
upper division of West Coast racing, but had not 
been able to finish farther up than second in a 
stakes race. This was in the Del Mar Handicap, 
in which he was beaten a head by *Olhaverry, 
imported by A. E. Silver at the same time *Adro- 
gué came to this country. On November 30, in 
the San Mateo Handicap at Bay Meadows, he 
finished third to *Olhaverry and Hank H. in a 
144g-mile race that apparently was what he need- 
ed to sharpen him for the 1%-mile handicap. 

He seems to have speed enough to run on the 
pace, as he did in the Del Mar Handicap, but or- 
dinarily he lies fourth or fifth, then drives up 
in the stretch. This he did in the San Mateo, but 
with less success than in the mile-and-a-furlong 
handicap. In the Bay Meadows he was away 
fifth in the field of 13, remained there until the 
stretch was reached, when Jockey Ferril Zufelt 
steered him to the inside, sent him past Autocrat, 
Pater, and See-Tee-See. *Olhaverry also made 
alate move after being outrun for the first six 
furlongs, but did not get up. War Valor was the 
early pacemaker, with Pater and See-Tee-See 
pressing him. All but Oxford Blue and War 
Valor of the Bay Meadows field are nominees for 
the Santa Anita Handicap.

The most successful 2-year-old entered in the 
Coral Gables Handicap, first stakes race for juve- 
niles of the Tropical Park meeting, was Tweet’s 
Boy, which had won the first division of the Hia- 
leah Juvenile Stakes last winter (Education won 
the second division) and the Bashford Manor 
Stakes.

Tropical Park’s debut was inauspicious—rain 
caused six of the leading entries in the Inaugural 
Handicap to withdraw, and failure of electric 
power interfered with betting—because the odds 
board did not function during the first two races. 
The tentative field of 16—two beyond the capacity 
of the new Cassidy starting gate—was cut to ten, 
and Milton Shagrin’s Darby Dimout, ridden by 
Joe Sneller, one of the country’s livest appren- 
tices, got up to win by a nose over Arnold 
Hanger’s Sweet Caprice, with the Bobanet Sta- 
ble’'s Trojan Fleet third, beaten 1% lengths. 

The time was almost four seconds slower than 
Signator’s track record of 1:0936, partly because 
of the rain and partly because new soil had been 
added to the racing strip.

Three owners have shaped Darby Dimout’s 
career. Foaled April 7, 1941, at Claiborne Stud, 
Paris, Ky., he first raced for John W. Galbreath, 
his breeder. Early in his 2-year-old season he 
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was put in claiming races for as little as $1,500, 
but was not lost by Galbreath’s Darby Dan Sta- 
ble until June, 1944, when he was claimed ‘by R. 
Brooks for $2,600. Brooks owned him for about 
three weeks, then lost him for $2,600 in a claiming 
race. Most of his starts were in claiming or al- 
lowance races. 

This has been by far his most successful season. 
In 25 starts he has won seven races, been second 
three times, and third three times, earned $20,360, 
whereas in his three previous years at the races 
he had won only six races and $10,560 in 47 
starts.

Dies at Lexington 


Wise Counsellor's Breeder 


S the result of an illness that had lessened 
his participation in racing and other af- 
fairs for the last year or more, Thomas C. Brad- 
ley died at Lexington on December 11. As presi- 
dent of the Citizens Bank and Trust Company, of 
Lexington, and as a Democratic Party leader, he 
was prominent in central Kentucky, but it was 
as the breeder of Wise Counsellor and as a race 
track official that he was well known on the Turf. 
Among the tracks at which he served as pre- 
siding steward or-in other official capacities were 
Dade Park, Fairmount Park, Aurora, the New 
Orleans Fair Grounds, the Kentucky Association 
track at Lexington, Beulah Park, and Charles 
Town. He had been closely identified with racing 
in West Virginia, and for many years had been 
an official at Charles Town and also had been 
steward representing the racing commission. He 
was forced by illness to relinquish the latter post 
this year, and was succeeded by John T. Morris- 
sey. Ill health also caused him to curtail his asso- 
ciation with Dade Park ‘last summer. 

The most noteworthy episode of his Turf career 
began in the early winter of 1920, when he at- 
tended a sale of Thoroughbred horses at the Tat- 
tersalls sales barn in Lexington. A _ chestnut 
mare, heavy with foal, was led into the ring, and 
the bidding for her began to lag before it reached 
$100. 

“Buy her and I’ll give you a season to Ballot,” 
prompted Charles H. Berryman, his companion 
at the sale, so Mr. Bradley bid $100 and got her. 
Next spring she foaled Wise Counsellor (Mentor 
—Rustle, by Russell). Mr. Bradley sold a half- 
interest in the colt to his brother, Dr. Ernest 
Bradley, a Lexington physician. At two Wise 
Counsellor won four races in five starts (he was 
left at the post once, and finished second), includ- 
ing the Harold Stakes, Cincinnati Trophy, Queen 
City Handicap, and Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, 
and earned $60,610. He then was sold for $66,- 
000 to Fred Burton, of Chicago, who owned him 
until his death. 

Mr. Bradley was born at Lexington in 1871, 


_ and entered the men’s clothing business in 1905 


with Joseph Graddy, who also became a racing 
official. Subsequently he went into banking, fol- 
lowing a course set by his grandfather, Thomas 
Bradley, and his father, Oliver Lee Bradley. 

He entered local politics in 1909, running for 
county assessor, beginning a career that included 
the distinction of never having been defeated in 
an election. From 1909 until his retirement from 
active politics in 1924, he served as assessor and 
sheriff of Fayette county, and commissioner and 
mayor of the City of Lexington. 

Survivors include his wife, the former Miss

The Free Handicap Leaders 


LONDON, December 1 

HE current issue of the Racing Calendar con- 

tains the usual Free Handicaps, of the 1946 
Q-year-olds and the 3-year-olds. The 3-year-old 
handicap may be dismissed, for the purposes of 
this note, with the names and weights of the lead- 
ing horses. These are: 

Airborne (Precipitation—Bouquet), winner of 
the Derby and St. Leger, 133 lbs.; Steady Aim 
(Felstead—Quick Arrow), winner of the Oaks, 
129; Gulf Stream (Hyperion—Tideway), Eclipse 
Stakes, 126; Claro (Colombo—Clovelly), Irish 
Guineas, 122; Anwar (Umidwar—Stafaralla), a 
winner at Goodwood, 125; Field Day (Fastnet— 
Foxtail), a good winner at Ascot, etc., 125; Meh- 
many (filly by Mieuxcé—Dulce II), winner of 
four nice races, 125. They are not a very good 
lot but, according to the handicapper, they are 
the best we have. The race is to be run over 1% 
miles instead of 1%4 miles as previously. 

The Free Handicap for 2-year-olds is to be de- 
cided over seven furlongs at Newmarket on April 
17. Mr. G. H. Freer, senior handicapper, has 
taken 143 youngsters for his study; I suspect that 
he intended to take 144 but perhaps got dizzy to- 
wards the end of his task and missed out the odd 
one. The top weight, Mr. J. A. Dewar’s Tudor 
Minstrel, is given 133 lbs; the lowest weight is 
98 lbs. Here are notes on the leaders: 

TUDOR MINSTREL. Brown colt by Owen 
Tudor out of Sansonnet, by Sansovino. Un- 
beaten winner of 4 races, including the Coventry 
Stakes at Ascot and the National Breeders’ Pro- 
duce Stakes, also at Ascot, the richest race for 
2-year-olds in the Calendar. 133 lbs. 

PETITION. A bay or brown colt by Fair Trial 
out of Art Paper, by Artists’ Proof. Won the 
last four of his five starts, including the New 
Stakes at Ascot, the Richmond Stakes at Good- 
wood, the Gimerack at York, and the Champagne 
Stakes at Doncaster; these are all first-class, 
long-established events. 131 Ibs. 

RANJIT. Bay colt by Fairway—Epona, by 
Portlaw.

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wait until the spring to see how they shape. I 
would hesitate to write that they are a very good 
lot. When one has sorted out the sprinters and 
the precocious types which are unlikely to train 
on, the residue seems a somewhat nondescript 
collection when regarded as our likely champion- 
ship team for 1947. Petition will presumably be 
our chief hope for the Two Thousand Guineas, 
with Tudor Minstrel the probable Derby choice. 

The most interesting one of the lot, in my opin- 
jot, is Lord Harewood’s Tite Street. He is pos- 
sibly a bit short of class, but he seems to be a 
very workmanlike individual, with the right sort 
of pedigree. It is not everybody who cares for his 
sire, Watling Street, but I think he was a good 
colt, likely to sire good winners. The dam, Great 
Tit, is a daughter of *Stefan the Great. 

Thus you have Fairway (sire of Watling 
Street) and *Stefan the Great, in the second -gen- 
eration of Tite Street’s pedigree. This gives you 
Blue Peter (Fairway—Fancy Free, by *Stefan 
the Great). Great Tit is out of Canary Seed, by 
Coriander. It is good winning blood, - possibly 
with.a touch of coldness to counteract the some- 
what temperamental qualities of Watling Street. 

If Tite Street trains on—and I know of. no 
reason why he should not—it may be that he will 
prove a worthy defender of our classic titles. But, 
from the samples they sent us last season, I am 
not at all happy about our chances of defeating 
the Frenchmen next season. If it is true that our 
horses are underfed and that the French horses 
have all they want, obviously the odds are against 
us. Even so, nobody will mind particularly if 
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matters go against us for the next few years. 
At least it will give a filip to the sport and at. 
most we may learn something from our failures. 
and mistakes. That is the best of a young coun- 
try like ours.

of South American racing. He was once report.

proved erroneous, and his owner announced that 
he was not for sale at any price. 

Last week, in a dispatch from Buenos Aires, 
the Associated Press reported that Ensuejio had 
been sold to A. A. Seabra, of Brazil, for 200,000 
pesos, or about $50,000. It was puzzling.

was very much undecided among the six colts 
and one filly. Most backers were for Zaptie, 
Cosimo Tura, and Sveglio; many others believed 
in Seanno and his stablemate Pietra Fiorita, only 
filly in the field; less considered was Odoacre, 
and the most overlooked was Furigolo, a black 
colt belonging to Scuderia Mantova. Of the peo- 
ple we talked to only a few trainers realized that 
Furigolo was the only horse in the field specif- 
ically trained for this race—which had meant for 
him an absence of one and a half months from 
competition—and consequently was very fresh 
and in better condition than the much exploited 
Scanno, Cosimo Tura, ete. 

The race proved that this assumption of the 
few was quite correct. Scanno led the group up 
to the stretch, where Zaptie and Furigolo came 
around fast, matching the leader. The fight be- 
tween Secanno and Zaptie was more evident, as 
the two colts were side by side, while Furigolo 
was less noted, at first, because Pacifici kept him 
on the outer rail, knowing his mount as a tem- 
peramental colt who likes zigzagging. Furigolo 
did that, in fact, and were it not for the careful- 
ness of his jockey, he could have crossed other 
horses and been disqualified. The excellence of 
Furigolo was clear only at the seven-furlong post, 
the same point where Zaptie definitely got rid of 
Seanno, which was also beaten by Pietra Fiorita 
for the third place. 

Furigolo is a black colt by Onafrasimus (Sard- 
anapale—Miss Bachelor), an imported sire who 
produces only “useful” horses, and good ones, if 
kept in their limits. The career of Furigolo con- 
sisted of five races previous to the Tevere, of 
which he won three, including the Leghorn Cri- 
terium. His dam is Orfanella, by Pilade out of 
Faleconara, by Havresac II out of Frana, by Sig- 
norino out of Framee, a line of French origin, 
developed in this country by the late G. de Mon- 
tel through such horses as Francavilla, Fiume, 
Felizzano, etc. The get of both parents of Furi- 
golo like muddy tracks, and this, together with 
the fact that the horse was rested, explains almost 
everything about his victory. By this I mean that 
Furigolo is not the type of horse we ordinarily 
refer to when we talk about prospective classic 
winners. 

The work of the handicappers in writing down 
the Optional becomes much more complicated as 
a result of the Premio Tevere. Este and Duccio 
certainly deserve the first two places, but the 
trouble is to scale down all other best horses, who 
have beaten each other throughout the season. 
It is expected that credit should go to the Tesio 
group (Tenerani, Sostrate, Urbinate, all win- 
hers), together with the two colts which have 
placed in the Premio Chiusura (Corsaro and Al- 
clone). The outlook for 1947 is uncertain.

for the United States. It is now a matter of days 
before the horses will be London-bound. They 
will continue their voyage from London to New 
York, probably by sea. Arrangements had been 
made to ship them from the port of Genoa, but 
it seems that the ships were not properly fitted 
for carrying Thoroughbred horses. 

These will be the first Italian horses to race 
in the United States. Of course, they are not 
the best that Italy has produced, but a meeting 
with American horses on dirt tracks should be 
interesting. Teramo runs fast straight 
courses up to a mile; the other two are stayers. 
Gladiolo represents the last classic winner from 
the Melton—Signorino bloodline, which the 
United States has never had the chance to test on 
tracks and at stud. Teramo and Torero repre- 
sent two good Italian sires, Pilade and El Greco, 
and their female line is excellent, being through 
the British Reminiscence and Popingaol. 


This sale has caused much discussion over 
here. It has forced the UNIRE and racing or- 


ganizations to make public statements, about the 
policy they intend to follow as far as horse sales 
and foreign markets are concerned. This policy 
can be summarized as follows: first, no race horse 
can be exported without a “nihil obstat” of the 
UNIRE; second, the UNIRE welcomes any pri- 
vate enterprise aimed at exchanging bloodlines 
(mares, foals, etc.) with any foreign country. As 
to the first point, the “nihil obstat,’’ will not be 
released for mares, unless on an exchange basis, 
while a greater opportunity will be given to 
horsemen wanting to sell sires and colts abroad. 

We hope that relations between Italy and the 
United States as to horse sales will not end here; 
our stud book, like yours, is open to any horse 
registered in any other stud book.

AY MEADOWS fans wager with confidence 

on horses trained by Willie Molter, a reticent 
little fellow of 35 who puts on no airs because 
he has saddled 94 winners since the first of the 
year and is three up on Hirsch Jacobs, perennial 
winner of the national trainers’ title. Jacobs has 
won it 11 years. 

Molter was a jockey at 14. He grew up with 
racing in the West and is showing the Turf world 
a good trainer doesn’t necessarily need a back- 
ground of fashionable breeding farms and con- 
nections with lavish racing establishments to lead 
the field. 

At present he has 28 horses in his stable. He 
keeps right on banging into the win circle with 
them.

he has no hole ecard, nor is he a Fancy Dan, with 
a lot of gaudy training theories.

So there is nothing fancy to report about the 
way Molter goes about getting his horses ready 
to win races, except that he places much more 
stress on morning workouts than do most train- 
ers, many of whom, particular as all get out 
about what jockey rides them in a race, pay lit- 
tle or no heed to who exercises them. But Molter 
thinks the morning trial tracks are where they 
either ‘make or break” a race horse. 

“Good exercise boys are hard to find,” says 
Willie. “The good jockeys can’t be bothered 
about exercising horses any more. They are mak- 
ing too much money riding races in the after- 
noon. But an exercise boy to me is just as im-

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portant as the jockey who rides my horse in a 
race. So I have my own exercise boys. I pay 
them by the month and they don’t ride for any- 
body else but me.” 

His two aces are Lucky Burns and Jimmy 
Thornberg. 

“They’re too heavy to ride as jockeys,” he ex- 
plained. “Otherwise they would be top riders. 
They know what I want. Supposing I tell them 
to take a horse out and work him three-quarters 
of amile in 1:15. They’re right on the dot. That 
may not seem so important, but it is very much 
so. To work this particular horse two seconds 
faster might knock him out. Or two seconds 
slower would rob him of the setting-down prep 
that he may need in order to win a race. Win- 
ners come out of those morning works, I’ve found. 
And it makes a world of difference who you get 
to exercise for you of a morning.” 

“Some months back I had a boy exercising my 
top sprinter, High Resolve. It takes a good boy 
to handle this horse. The boy I had didn’t handle 
him right. Let him run off one day and frequent- 
ly galloped him too fast. More highly strung than 
some horses, High Resolve got so he wouldn’t run. 
Soon as I changed to a good exercise boy his dis- 
position changed entirely. 


No Two Horses Alike 


‘XT OT all horses respond the same way to 

morning exercise. Take the get of the 
two fine California sires, *Beau Pere and *“Alibhai. 
I've worked with quite a few of their sons and

daughters and they are as different as night and 
day. 

The *Beau Pere horses are easy to train. 


They’re ‘free workers.’ Just love to run in the 
morning. As a result, it’s easy to get them up to 
a race after a long layoff. They all run well at 
first asking following a layoff. 

But the *Alibhai get are lazy in the morning. 
They don’t like to get out on the track and run. 
Work ’em like you do the *Beau Pere horses and 
they’ll sulk. So I leave ’em alone in the morning. 
They do fine in the afternoon. They seem to like 
being in the paddock watching the crowd.” 

Listening to Molter’s remarks was Eddie Thom- 
as, the veteran starter. 

“I'll tell you why Willie is out in front of the 
pack in training horses,” volunteered Eddie. ‘He 
learned the business from two of the best, the 
late Jack Atkin and Slim Lee. And he pays at- 
tention to business. He’s around the stables every 
morning at 5 o’clock and doesn’t knock off until 
6 in the evening. And 10 p. m. usually finds him 
back at the barn to see if everything is going 
all right. 

“Molter won’t have a groom working for him 
who isn’t reliable and experienced. That has a 
lot to do with his success. Now you take some 
grooms. They’ll toss a horse his hay or mash 
and if he doesn’t eat it they just throw it away 
and forget about it. 

“Now a horse has got to eat, and eat well to 
run well. If one of Molter’s horses isn’t eating 
he finds out why. Maybe the horse is being train- 
ed too hard. If that’s it, Willie lets up on him.

No Tally-Ho? 


“The Society for the Abolition of Cruel Sports 
has now produced the text of a bill which it hopes 
to introduce in Parliament,’ reports England’ 
Horse and Hound. 

“The first clause states that if any person 
shall for the purpose of sport cause, produce, as- 
sist or take part in the hunting or coursing of 
any animal to which the Act applies, or if ten or 
more persons meet for the purpose of witnessing 
the pursuit of any animal, they shall be liable to 
a fine of £25 and/or three months in gaol. ... 

“Strangely enough, in spite of the fact that 
the Society has long been urging that shooting is 
a more efficient method of destroying foxes than 
hunting, the Minister is to be empowered to au- 
thorize the destruction of animals by hunting 
them with hounds ‘to safeguard property and for 
the production of food.’ In this case, however, 
no followers will be allowed.”
